With no luore dolinite iufonuation than 
a week ago regarding the oatcomeof 
financial or leraniM diq^tet, perhaps 
more people havo oome to the beUef that 
the end will answer their wishes. Cer- 
tainly rather more are taking limited 
risks in l)Uaiiie.-,H. ebiH^ciallv in stdi-kt;. A 
Bubatantiul bafiitt in the ulowly growing 
demand for goods caused by gradual ex- 
haustion of stocks held by dealers, and 
tUa has further enlarged the working 
force in munufiurtures. 

More works have resumed or increased 
hands or hours tlian Imve stopped or re- 
dactid, but numerous reductions in wages 
continue to lessen the purchasing power 
of those at work. The demand from 
distributors is almost exclusively fur 
medinm or low priced woolen and cot- 
ton goods, for 11.50, and not fi), boots 
and for shoes rather than boots. Home 
salesmen and traders find indications 
that stocks of the higher priced goods 
lemaining ou hand are much larger 
than usual. The bankers judge that 
nmch of the demand for oommarcial 
loaai is Tiitnalhr tat xmewals to carry 
nioh unsold stocks. 

Sharp redncttonsin Indian Haad sheet- 
ings and Amoskeag tickings cause larger 
triding, Int print cloths are aooomnlat- 
ing ana weak, and several ndllaof im 
pratanoe hare been dosed. In all 
Dranchesof woolen manofaotore the de- 
mand is yet far below the usual mark, 
Init it is somewhat improved in worstedd 
and drees goods, and leading mills have 
been taking wool quite largely, so that 
in three cnief markets the sales h:ivu 
been 4,89».:.Hif» pounds fur the week, 
against 5,198,^ lO pounds last year, in 
part because scarcely any foreign wool 
nas been imported for months, and sup- 
plies are short. Western markets are 
also broader without improvement in 
price. 

Continued woaknes.s appears in prices 
of metal products, iiotnwithstaiuliiig 
Bt)iiii! iiicreiise in act iiiU busines-^. l^itLs- 
bnrg olfors btei l b.us licre at l.l'j, which 
is only one cent at the mill; plates at 
l.'iO at tidewater, and beams delivered 
here at l.il5. Jloderatu orders ftir cast 
pipe have been pl.tci'd, and sonic lar^e 
structural contracts, with others expect- 
ed. Even in tno Pittsburg region little 
over half the force is employed, and only 
87 per cent of the Coimellsvillo coke 
ovens are ^-et in operation. A few more 
furnaces are in bliwt; southern pig is 
weaker, »ind .'i.OOO tons ^onthpm war- 
THnfH have >>een fiiVimi by Kri^lish hnlil- 
ers, who noT have 4'),(KK) tons. There 
are heavy transai tion.s in lake ore at 
Pittsburg and it is said that with ore at 
$2.75, coke at i^") cents and wages re- 
duced 20 per cent, many furnaces can 
make iron at a ptoflt 9vm at present 
pricoB. 

Minor metals are weaker, tin in part, 
becauH" of the tall in silver and disorgan- 
ized eiisti III fjichanges, and lead because 
of exptcUd kgislatiori. Sliipmeiits of 
boots and shoes Iruni Boston .show a <li - 
crease ui oidy H j)er Cent for the week, 
which is till' be-st for u long time, and 
there is mure liuying, but almost ex- 
clusively of niediiiin or low priced goods. 

Receipts and esporta of wlieat for the 
week have Ix-eu only about half last 
year's, while there is a groat incrca.se 
both in receipts and exports of corn, but 
scarcely any change is seen in prices of 
these or other products. 

Cotton receipts for the week still 
■lightly above last year's: the fall in sil- 
Ter and the closing of some mills hinder 
a rise in prices. 

Railway tonnage from Chicago wa;- 
but 21 per cent less than last ye.ir, 
■gainst U5 per cent for February. Im- 
ports of merchandise still show a de- 
ciease of 40 per cent, while exports of 
domestic products for three weeks are T 
per cent larger than last year. The buy- 
mg power of the people is necessarily re- 
stricted, with many works idle and 
wages much rednoed, and apprehensions 
for the fatnre cause general economy. 

The most eniouraging feature of the 
week's record is the continued decrease 
in number and iinjiortance of failures. 
For the third week of February liabili- 
ties tbos far reported are only |Si,88ivM(), 
and for three weeks of the month only 
111,420,418, of which $5,045,847 were of 
manufacturing and $6,281, 6U8 of trading 
concerns. The number reported in Feb- 
rnaiy is 1.S60, against 2,0s0 in Jannarj', 
and the full liabilities were probably less 
than $13,000,000. against $60,946,407 in 
January. In November and D«cemb( r 
the amount exceeded $60,000,000. 

For the past week the failures have 
been 24tS in the United States, against 
206 last year, and 42 in Canada, against 
4S last year, scarcely any being of much 
Importance.

ladtena Mlnen Wni Not Coiuent to m Re- 
duction of the Scale.

RiM ,1 ANKiRi I, March 3, On all sides 
here i)eoplo are congratulating them- 
solvt's that the election pik,8ed off quiet- 
ly, but the action tdJcen by President 
Peixoto yesterday would seem to denote 
that further trouble is brewing and that 
the end of the wearisome revolution is 
not so near at hand as it was at fltst be- 
lievad. 

Presidfliit Psizoto yesterday issued two 
important decrees. The first of these 
announcements calls for an increase in 
the strength of tiia regular army, and 
vrill therefore impow additional burdens 
upon the people and increase the already 
neavy taxation to a great degree. This 
increase of the strength of the regular 
army is said to be the Hnt step in a 
movement to crush out the rebelliou in 
this neighborhood and in the south, and 
should this object be attained it may be 
said that the additional burden wliich 
the people will be called upon to b.;ur 
Will alter all b^ a hlessing in disguise. 

The Second decree issued by ttie presi- 
dent provides that persons accused of 
treason shall be tried by military law, 
which would seem to indicate that addi- 
tional repre»-s of measures are neces* rj'. 
At tile same time it is aniioniu m t i.it 
martial law will not be piociaimed .so 
long as the situation remains ■■ tranquil 
as it is now.

By command of 
the queen, Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone pro- 
ceeded to Windsor Castle yesterday after- 
noon, and still remain as the guests of 
her majesty. This afternoon a privy 
council will be held at Windsor Castle 
■nd uiK)n thlR occ.ision Mr. Gladstone 
will tendi r his roign itiou of the i)remier- 
ship. Tlie Karl of Kiniberly, lord presi- 
dent of the council, Earl Spencer, first 
lord of the admiralty, and the other 
ministers with the exception of Lord- 
Roseberry, will be present. 

Mr. Gladstone is in excellent health 
and spirits, and spent the forenoon quiet- 
ly at home. At noon the start was made 
for Windsor Ctntle. Shortly after his 
urivnl at the castle Mr. Gladstone held 
a consultation with the quean. During 
this consultation the premier intimated 
to her majesty his intention to r»>si«n, 
but the formal tender of his resiguation 
is deterred until after the meetiUg of the 
privy council. 

In his consultiiti on with the ijueen Mr. 
(Gladstone esplaineil tuliy toher niaj sty 
the reasons for his retirement. Tho 
((ueen expre-sed her regrets that the 
Country slioiild lose his services .-md ol'- 
lered liim a p. era^re. This Mr. (ilad- 
stoiie declined to accept. Mr. (ilaJsl 'Uo 
recommended that Lord Ro.seljery be up- 
pointed as hLs successor. A telegraiii 
was sent later to Lord Roseberv. who is 
at Epsom, summoning him to Windsor. 
It is understood that he will ac ept the 
premii isliip. Im; that tin re will be only 
two othi-r 1 h.iimes in the cdbinet.

THREATEN TO BURN A BRIDGE. 
Mom of WcKt' ViPsinhi'ii Militia Ordered 

Out to Protrct I'rciiiert.v. 

Cn.^Ri.EsjToN, March :5. A t<d(>grain 
just rt:( eived l y ' iovernor Mact'orkle 
from Division Suix;rintendent J. M. 
(Hll, now at Coalburg, 10 miles above 
here on the Chesapeake and Ohio rail- 
road, statts that tue striken ftom the 
minee near there are congregating there 
in large niimKrs, swearing that they 
will bum the Chesajieake and Ohio 
bridge on the branch road that runs 
from Coalburg to the Acme mines. 

The object in burning the bridge is to 
prevent coal being soipped from tho 
Acme mines, and wua stop the miners 
from working. The men there have 
been working for some time at a reduc- 
tion and this caused the demonstration 
of the rioters two weeks ago. 

Immediately upon receipt of the tele- 
gram Qovemor MacCorkle ordered out 
three more companies of military, with 
orders to proceed at once to Cabin 
creek. The companies ordered were the 
Huntington company, the Binton com- 
pauT and the Bonoeverte company. 

Snenll SUman also summoned a 
posse of seven men and proceeded on a 
freight train to the aoene of the tixmble. 
There are no more details at present ob- 
tainable. 

No news has been received of any now 
developments at Eaglo or Powellton. 
All is thought to be quiet there. 

Promlneat Lawyer Arrettted. 

New York, March 3.— W. B. Burnet, 
a lawyer of Cincinnati, was arreste<l 
yesterday and arraigned before United 
Btatea Commissioner Shields.

GENERAL JUBAL' A. EARLY DEAD. 



Hv I' m n w Awajr Peaeofally In tli« I'rewence 
of HU FMnlly and Phyaician. 

Lymcbburq, Va., March 8.— General 
Jubal A. Early died last night at 10:80 
o'clock. He passe<l away (jnietly in the 
prtssence of his family and physician, his 
kimlrtHl and several intimat ■ friends. 
The old general suei.ieil aware of his ap- 
proaching end early in the day. Bel ore 
ncKin he called for the morning patiers, 
as was his invariable custom, and at- 
tempted to read, but found that his 
sight was failing. Soon after he e.xteud- 
ed his hand to Senator Daniel and 
calmly said: "I want to t^ you good- 
by. Major." 

He then told his nephew. Caholl Early, 
farewell, after which he droppt.-d into a 
quiet slumlier. Later in the day, the 
dying veteran asked Senator Daniel not 
to leave the room us he wanted to talk 
writh him aliout certain arrangements; 
but from that time he suiferenl such in- 
tense pain that he did not revive the sub- 
ject. He met death unflinchingly with 
his hand rsating quietly in Senator 
Daaidl. 




.riBAL A. EARLY. 
Tho part luck plays in making or mar- 
ring men's fortunes is illustrated in (ilen- 
eral Early 's career. More than once dur- 
ing the civil war he came very near 
turning the scale at inqMirtant crises in 
favor of his i)eople, yet he einergi d 
from the conflict under a cloud which 
remained to Imbitter the last 80 yean of 
bis life. 

Early was a Virginian. He was bom 
iu Franklin county iu I HI 6 .graduated 
at West Point, served with the regulai-s 
in Florida, and with the Mrginia vt)lnn- 
teers in Mexico, and at tlie first Bull 
Bun led a brigade. Iu his second battle, 
Williamsburg, Va., May 5, imi, he was 
severely wounded and did not resume 
his command until the battle of Cedar 
Mountain, Aug. 19, 1808. He fought at 
secofld Bttii Run and Antietam, ami had 
the good fortune to command the line on 
Marye's Hill which checked ttie Union 
advauoe at Fredericksburg in Mav, 1868. 

At Qei^haxg he commanded a di- 
vision in Efwell's corps and led the same 
troope in the Wilderness campaign of 
1864 up to the battle of Cold Harbor. 
After that battle he was aent to Lynch- 
burg to oppose Qeoeral David Hunter's 
attacks upon that important position. 
After repulsing Huntor he plumed an 
invasion of the border states. General 
Lee gave him full discretion in the mat- 
ter, and with 13,000 men (according to 
Confederate historians) he crossed the 
Potomac at Shepherdstown the first 
week in July. Grant's army lay at that 
time in front of Petersburg, fully en- 
gaged in the effort to inclose the place 
with besieging lines. 

So rapid were Early's movements that 
the Washington authorities had no fore- 
warning of the raid. Maryland was in 
a state of terror. The pi-esident cal..d 
out the militia of the eastern states, and 
after considerable urging < i runt sent the 
Si.\tli cori'S from Peterslmr:; to W:i.sh- 
ington. < 'n July (t Eail;. ih lVated a 
force coiiijiosed of the garri.^ou of Balti- 
more aiul a division of the Sixtli i-orjH, 
all under (teii'Tul Lew \Vnlia<-e, at 
Monocacy .luin tiou, Md., and imme- 
diately marched tn the g.ites i)t Wash 
iligton. Me.inwhile his cavalry delach- 
nunts thiiateiied Baltimore and de- 
stroyed the railways north oi tiiat c]t>-, 
bill the delay caused bv tluiSe operations 
was Ijilul to Early's plans. It was the 
I'.'th before he was ready to attack the 
W ashingt(jn defenses, and then a recoii- 
noissance showed him that they w ere 
garrisoned \iy veb runs of the Army of 
tho Potomac, lie abandoned the move- 
ment and returned to the Sheuaiuhjah 
vallev. 

Sheridan s< on coiifronti-d Early in the 
vallej' with troops from the army at 
Peteisburg and deloated him in two bat- 
tles, at Ui^-quon ami Kit.her's Hill, Sept. 
11) and But uii ( >rt. I« Early stii- 
prised Sheridan s c;ini| :v at Cedar Crtek 
and came very ue.ir red. i niinLC the val- 
ley from Union eoi.ti-ol. sheri<lau saved 
his armv by the memorable ride from 
Winchister and a Stirring appeal to his 
troops. 

At tho opening of the spring campaign 
in 18(i'> ( teiierul C uster defeated Early 
at Wayneshoro. imd Lee was coinpelli il 
by public opinion to select another com- 
mander for the Confederates in the val- 
ley. 

After the war(Jeiieral Karly practici-d 
law in Richmond and New Oi leans and 
was a.ssoci.ited w ith Bi auregard in man- 
aging tho Louisinua lottery. Ho died a 
bachelor, having had his lirst roii antic 
love atlair sjtoiled liy tho fickleiu-ss of a 
northern girl whom he rescu, d frfim 
drowning at White Sulphur .Springs dur- 
ing his c.'ulet days. 

The lovers were »!ngaged, and the lieu- 
tenant was antici])ating a happv termin- 
ation of the romance, when his hopes 
were blasted by the receii>t of a newspa- 
per containing a notice of the marriage 
of his charmer ti) a northern man. Ho 
put aside the uniform, with its hateful 
associations, and lelt the army until 
war's alarms 8unimone<l him to the bat- 
tlefi^.d8 of Mex CO. After the Mexican 
war pe nturoed to civU life.

Washi.n'otijn, March 3. -The hou»» 
yesterday entered upon the considera- 
tion of appropriation bills. The fortifl- 
cation bill, carrying something over |2r 
000,000, was pa.sse<l in minutes, and 
them the pension apiiropriation bill svas 
taken up. This bill usually leads to a 
cousiderable display of political feeling, 
ana yesterday was no exception. 

An altercation occurred between Mr. 
Mendlth of Virginia and Mr. Funk of 
Illinois over the former's attempt to 
prove that there were manv fraudulent 
psniions ou the rolls, which almost f- 
■nlted in personal collision. Mr. Meri- 
dith, who was the agressor, rushed over 
to the place where Mr. Funk was stand- 
ing ana shook his fist in the latter's face. 
But friends interfered, and the speaker 
restored order before any blows were 
■truck. 

As soon as the morning routine busi- 
ness was disposed of, on motion of Mr. 
Holinan (Dem., Ind.) unanimous con- 
sent was given to swear in Hon. Oalnsha 
(rrow as a repiesentative-at-large from 
Pennsylvania, at the present time, in the 
absence of his cn denti.ils.

IXPLOSION IN A COAL MINE. 



BIIM, Two rmtmUr 
BavMdMMl flv* OMmh Hart. 

Kansas City, March 8. Two nMB 
were instantly kilknl, two fatally burned 
and fivi) othiTrt dangerously hurt in an 
eiploeiou at the Kiinsiw City Clay and 
Coal company's coal mine, near Let-ds, 
llz miles southeast of Kansatt City, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The dead ar«: Emrane Parker, col- 
ored, aged 80, and TImmiun Dagsins, 
aged 81. 

Tbs injnred are: O. L. Wilsfm, a^ed 

& burned about arms, body and head: 
ll. West Satterley, iiged 26, legs 
fraOltired and otherwise iniuicd by tdal 
lift: leares a family. Willniiu Fuller. 
Miloasly bunie<l al*uut anus, bo<ly and 
faoa. S. Farrell, colored, fearfully 
bnmed about body. Benjamin Mardoet, 
colored, internal injuriea, badly limi.sed 
by rtying debris. William Harris, col- 
ored, burned Iroiii hips up, and William 
Murray white, badly bi-uiaed on back, 
and will die. 

The mine had been in an unsafe con- 
dition for 8ome time and had been con- 
demned by the state mine inspector. Tha 
fans were out of repair and stopped fre- 
quently and yesterday afternoon were 
ttopped for half an hour just befort tb* 
ezplasion. A great amount of gas ao- 
oomulated in the meantime and it uinp> 
posed the explosion was caused bv one of 
the miners going into the chamber 
which was filled with the deadly gas. 

There were 115 men in the mine at the 
time, and it is a miracle that ao few were 
killed and injureil. as they WWt all'^rk- 
ing in the same level. 

As soon as the survivors could recover 
from the shock they set about rescuing 
their unfortunate associates, and in a 
faw boot* bad succeeded in taking out 
•U tb* daad and injured. Medical assist- 
■IIM was procured from Kansas City 
aad a tsmpcrary hospital was prepared 
and the wounded were well cared for. 

Sareral days ago • committee of 
miners called on the ownsn of the mine 
to make some arrangtment to iosors the 
safety of the men, but to no poiposa. 

The explosion was so severs that one- 
half the mine caved in.

Joseph, Mo., March 3.— Engineer 
James D. McKinney of the Rock Island 
saved his company a heavy loos in' treaa- 
Qxa and also escaped with bis life by an 
ezhiUtian of nerre laat night. Passen- 
ger train No. W, eastbonna, Conductor 
J. A. Wisner, left the Union depot at 
7:25 p. m. Three miles east of this city, 
and but half a mile from tlie place where 
the Rock Island was robbed two months 
ago, is a deep cut. 

As the train glided into the cut a red 
lantern tiaxhod across the track near the 
middle vt the cut, and torpedoes ez- 

goded under the wheels. McKinney 
9ked a little beyond the lantern and 
saw several men v\'ith guns, and it in- 
stantly flashed through nls mind that 
thoy were robber.s. His train was near- 
ly to a standstill when he realized this 
fact, but he lost no time, and i«eizing the 
throttle, pulled her wide open. Then ho 
and his fireman jumped down into tin 
bottom of the cab, and not a minute too 
soon, for when the robbers saw the 
move, they fired a volley into the en- 
gine and cab. but luckily hurt no one. 

The train diushed through amid a itni- 
feet shower of bullets, the bamlit-s. wild 
with rage, firing into the coaclies as they 
pussed and creating constematinn among 
the iiasflengere, who crawled down under 
the isi ats and iiid tht-ir vahiable.s. 

\Vh(u the train reached Stockbridge 
it \va.H tduuii over lOU bullets had hit it.
